Stocks   of  flue-cured  tohacco   were  reported  as   752,30^,000  pounds   on 
July  1,    1937;    at) out  .120  million  pounds  lower  than  on  April  1..1937   an(I  about 
5  million  pounds  higher   than  July  1,    193^   stocks.      The   stocks   of  Type   11  on 
July  1,    1937  were   reported  as   3^0,120,000  pounds;    Type  12  as   232,059,000 
pounds;    Type  13  as  123,603,000  pounds;    and  Type  l4   as   56,522,000  pounds. 

Stocks   of   fire-cured  tobacco  of  all    types  were   reported  as  185,255>000 
pounds  on  July  1,    1937   compared  with  218,904,000  pounds  on  July  1,    193^   a 
decrease  of  33»649,000  pounds.     Virginia  Fire-cured,    Type   21   stocks   were 
reported  as   27,058,000  pounds   on  July  1,    1937;    Type   22  as   120,506,000  pounds; 
Type   23   as   35,414,000  pounds;    and  Type   24  as   2,277,000  pounds. 

Burley   stocks   were  97»^3»000  pounds  lower  on  July  1,    1937   than  they 
were  July  1   a  year  ago.      The  July  1,    1937  report   shows  ^60, 762,000  pounds. 
Maryland  tonacco,    Type   J>2t    stocks  were  reported  as   32,553.000  pounds  on  July 
1,    1937;    ahout   three  and  three   quarter  million  pounds   higher  than  a  year  ago. 

One  Sucker  stocks   on  July  1,    1937  were   24,940,000  pounds;    Green  River

Type  Hi,   Pennsylvania  Seedleaf   stocks  were  reported  as  K>5,lH3,0O0 
pounds  on  July  1,    1937;    Type  H2,    Gebhardt,    16,33^,000  pounds;    Type  H3,    Zimmer, 
23,129,000  pounds;    Type  HH,    Dutch,    11,035,000  pounds;    Type  H5,    Georgia  and 
Florida  Sun-grown,    1,051,000  pounds;    and  Type  H6,   Puerto  Rican,    5H, 802,000 
pounds.      The   detailed  report  "by  groups  of   grades   show  152,197*000  pounds  of 
the   total    filler   type   stocks   in  the  C  group  as   strictly  filler  grades, 
H6,H2H,000  pounds   in  the  X  group  as   stemming  grades,    and  S, 863,000  pounds   in 
the  Y  group  as   Ground  Leaves. 

The   cigar-hinder  type   stocks,    some  of  which  are  used  for  wrappers,    were 
lH, 170,000  pounds  lower  on  July  1,    1937   than  they  were  July  1   a  year  ago. 
Total  "binder  type   stocks  were  reported  as  1H3, 380,000  pounds  on  July  1,    1937. 
Type   51,    Connecticut  Broadleaf   stocks  were  reported  as   33,356,000  pounds; 
Type   52,    Connecticut  Havana   Seed,    25,296,000  pounds;    Type  53,   New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,    2,H75,000  pounds;    Type   5H,    Southern  Wisconsin, 
52,62H,000  pounds;    and  Type  55,   Northern  Wisconsin,    29,129,000  pounds.      The 
detailed  report   shows   that  of   the   total   hinder  type   stocks   reported  3,299,000 
pounds  are   of  wrapper  quality,    62,590,000  pounds   are  hinders,    3,892,000  pounds 
are  fillers,    73i07^»000  pounds  are  X  group  or   stemming  grade   tobacco,    and  the 
balance  in  the  Y,    S,    and  N  groups. 

.Shade-grown  wrapper  type   stocks  were  reported  on  July  1,    1937  as 
9,H29,000  pounds.      Connecticut  Shade  stocks  were  7,119,000  pounds,    and  Georgia 
and  Florida  Shade   stocks  were   2,310,000  pounds.     Of   the   total   shade   tobacco 
stocks   reported  7,bl9,000  pounds  are   shown  in  the  A  group  as  being  of  actual 
wrapper  quality. 

The  foreign-grown   cigar-leaf   tobacco    stocks    in  the  United  States   on 
July  1,    1537,    consisted  of   7,092,000  pounds   of   Cuba  (Havana)    tobacco, 
1,812,000  pounds  of   Sumatra  and  Java,    and  1,079,000  pounds   of  Philippine 
Islands   (Manila).      The   detailed  report   shows   these   stocks   subdivided  into 
wrappers,    fillers,    and  scrap.
